Italy was not represented 
at the

at 


once appear and lay before it the situ- 
ation which arose at Paris when Pres- 
ident Wilson maHe his' public state- 
ment relative to Fiume and the Dal- 
matian coast. 
Action by the parliament which will 


be, In effect, a mandate to the Orlando 
ministry, will be requested, there be- 
ing an effort to secure a unanimous 
vote on the resolution demanding that 
Italy's claims or. the, eastern coast of 
tho Adriatic be recognized. If this is 
done it is probable that Premier Or- 
lando and his colleagues will Imme- 
diately reappear In Paris.

Johnson is supposed to have been 


born in Stavenger, Norway, on May 
14 1841. 
He died on November 27, 


1914. 
In a statement before his death 
Johnson said he was left an orphan 
in 'Wisconsin at the age of eleven and 
that he had a sister living in Beloit 
who later married a physician, but 
that ho clid not know whether this 
sister and a brother were still alive or 
not, 
or where any of their children 
might be. Attorneys are now trying 
to discover those.

Johnson enrolled as a private in the 


TTnion army in Spring-field. 111., Oct. 
1. 186, in Company "A", 2nd Illinois

was honorably

He lived in Illinois 
until 1876, and in Colorado for tho 
next ten years 
In 1S8S he moved to 
Tnxas and lived 
there 
until 1890 
when ho moved to Oklahoma, and 
livort in Major county, near Longvlew, 
until 1014. 
In October, 1!)T4, ho be- 
came an inmate of the Old Soldiers' 
homo in Quincy. 111., and died there 
in November, 1!)14. 
Hn became a 
naturalized citizen of the United States 
in 1903, and homostcadcd land in Ok- 
lahoma in 1004.
